A MAGNIFICENT SPECTACLE IN 


HONOR OF ROOSEVELT. 


President Reviews the Great Parade 


Through the Streets of Los; Angeles 


—The Floral Scene;. 


LOS ANGELSS. May §.—President 


Roosevelt made ht» entry Into Los 
Angeles at 1 o'clock this afternoon. 
The enthusiastic welcome with which 
he has been greeted at every stopping 
place within the boundaries of Cali- 
fornia reached a climax when the Pres- 
idential train drew In at La Grande 
Station. 
Los Angeles had for many 
days been preparing for him, and she 
was ready, dressed. In her beet. 


START FROM RIVERSIDE. 


The Presidential train left Riverside 
this morning at 8 o'clock at which 
early hour thousands of people turned 
out to bid the President good-bye. 
On tlie way to Lou Angeles over the 
Santa Pe, a half hour's stop was mad-e 
ait Claremont, 
where 
the President 
spoke to the students of Pomona Col- 
lege, the president of which. John D. 
Gates, te an old-time friend of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Prom Claremont the 
run through the picturesque valley to 
Pasadena, where a stop of two hours 
was made. 


AT PASADENA. 


Pasadena, which Is famoua as a city 


of beautiful homes, had been elaborate- 
ly decorated. All the business bouses 
and all the residences on the route over 
which the President was driven, dis- 
played American flogs and bunting. 
On the way to the Wilson High School, 
where the President delivered a Short 
speech, he passed under a floral- arch- 
way which extended for .,two block* 
on Marengo avenue. The front of the 
archway was a solid maisi of flower* 
from base to top "with festoons of varl- 
.coOone&jKMW*.. draped aorow from curb 
to curb. Baskets of flowers of smllax- 
twlned poll** wctena«d frorrv. fhe wln4 
dows of the high school balding, an4

noted.for Its progressive spirit;.have as 
yet failed to realize what thorough and 
reliable .Inspection (really means. . --In 
the East .the 'consumer will' absolutely 
refuse to buy meat unless it bears:, the 
purple Government stamp; and r.most 
people in'the East refuse to trade in 
any market unless a notice -is conspic- 
uously posted stating that Government 
Inspected meats only are sold.

METCAIFS TOUR ON WATER 


F 


BERKELEY, 
May 
8.—Professor 


Ralph E. Smith, who recently came to 
the University of California as Assist- 
ant Professor of Plant Pathology and 
who is sut present devoting his entire 
attention to investigation of the dread- 
ed asparagus 
rust, 
has 
reported 
as follows to Professor Hilgard'ln re- 
gard to his preliminary reconnaissance; 
"Acting upon your instructions In re- 
gard to the dl pease of the asparagus 
plant, known as 'rust,' I have complet- 
ed a preliminary tour of the important 
regions of the State devoted t<**the 
production of this crop and am now 
prepared to report, so far as it is pos- 
sible at this time, upon the present 
status of the disease In California. It 
should tie fully understood, however, 
that at this season it is impossible to 
determine actually the full extent of 
the trouble, since its chjef manifesta- 
tion occurs after cutting has ceased 
and the plants or "tops" have grown 
up to maturity. It is only upon chance 
stalks which have thus developed tha't 
the disease can now be found. 
For 
this reason it Is unfair to any particu- 
lar grower or section to report the rust 
as more prevalent there than else- 
where, and I shall, therefore, simply 
indicate In a general way the present 
extent of the trouble. 
'.'TJle Prlno|Pal regrlons of the State de- 
voted to asparagus-growing on a large 
scale comprise two general districts, one 
«, north"rn Santa Clara and southern 
Alameda counties, near San Francisco 
boy; 
the other included in the river and 
island district bounded roughly by a 
triangle between the cities of Sacramento, 
Stockton and Antloch. In these sections 
are locati-d several thousand acres of as- 
paragus, and at least six large canneries, 
with a combined output of nearly 300,000 
fifty-pound cases last year. 
Both the 
acreage and production have been very 
rapidly Increasing, the industry being a 
profitable one for producer and packer and 
still In Its infancy. 


"The 'rust' disease I find to be present 
In all these asparagus regions. Its ap- 
pearance In this State last fall seems to 
coincide with the same occurrence in the 
Kastern States In the fall of 1896, and 
from the same analogy the general and 
almost complete destruction of the beds, 
which beKan in the East in the summer of 
JS37. should set In .th's summer in Cali- 
fornia. 
The disease Is generally present 


throughout the asparagus districts an<l 
Judging from all experience. Its 
effects 


wll Ibe folt very seriously In the crop of 
3004. and with increasing severity there^ 
after. It Is not my purpose to excite un- 
warranted alarm in this matter, but cer- 
tainly all who are connected in any wa.v 
with this Industry should realize that this 
meat destructive disease Is generally pres- 
ent In thi> whole region from San Jose to 
Sacramento, and threatens very seriously 
the future of asparagus-growing In Cali- 
fornia. 


"The prevention or suppression of this 
pest Is by no means hopeless, but will re- 
ciuirc caroful study and experiment along 
lines adaptable to the peculiarities of the 
climate and the magnitude of the in- 
dustry."

logical laboratory that was built by the 
University of California through private 
munificence for Dr. Jacques Loeb Is now 
completed and will be occupied by Loeb 
and his corps of asslstanss withtri the 
next few weeks. The structure stands 
on the Hlllegass 
tract' adjoining 
the 


Hearst Archaeological Museum, and is trio 
most thoroughly equipped building of Its 
kind ii, the world, not excepting the fa- 
mous laboratory of the McdUeranean. 


It Is entirely devoted to the prosecu- 


tion of advanced research work Into the 
higher problems involved in physiological 
science. 
In this building will be brought 


to bear all that ;« known in physics, 
chemistry and physiology with the ulti- 
mate purpose of finding out a more com- 
plete Idea of living organiBtns. 


The plan of the new building, which 


was designed by John Galen Howard, the 
university's architect, is very compre- 
hensive and 
admirably 
adapted to the 


uses to which it will be put. It is an 
ideal hall of science. The building Is divid- 
ed Intoa central structure and an east and 
west pavilion. The first floor contains a 
library and eeminar .room, two student 
laboratories, 
microscopic, 
gaivonomet- 


er, research and lecture rooms. 
The 


first floor 
is also provided with dark 


rooms for the development of photogra- 
phic plates and storerooms for the chem- 
icals thtvt will be used In the experi- 
ments. 


The special, laboratory and study room 


of Dr. Loeb, who will direct the work, is 
located in the main pavilion on the sec- 
ond floor. 
Dr. Martin Fischer, who Is 


assisting Professor Loeb, has a private 
laboratory adjoining that of his 
ohlef. 


Charles Rosters will also have a private 
work room on the second floor. 
Me is 


one of Dr. Loeb's students, and will pros- 
ecute work or. his own account. 
Be- 


sides these private .work rooms, the sec- 
ond floor will contain physical nnd chem- 
ical rooms and a dark room. 


The aquarium, the most Important fea- 


ture of the structure, is located in the 
basement of the west vn-vilion. It is a 
huge tank and Is divided intc two halves 
by it partition of concrete. 
The aqua- 


rium w'.ll be filled with pure sea water 
and will be stocked with various torrns 


of the lower marine forme of marina life. 
It Is from these creatures that Profeesor 
Loeb will draw his deductions concern- 
ing the nature of life. 
The physiological 


hail will be devoted exclusively to the 
study of the different branches of bto- 
loglcal life. Besides Dr. Loeb's staff and 
visiting Investigators, none but advano- 
od students of the university m the de- 
partments of physiology and zoology will 
be accorded the privileges of the labora- 
tories.
